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THE MAN WHO SHOT - 
UP MONTREAL POLICE 


Search of Papers Indicates He Had 


Been in Trouble Before.—Shot 
Burglar When a Member of frish 
Constabulary. 


Montreal, April 9.—An examination 
by the police of the papers of Jeph 
Smith, the man who yesterday held 
the police at bay for five hours, kill- 
ing Constable Shea and wounding 
Chief Detective Carpenter and  Con- 
stable Fotoult, and who was himself 
wounded by the police, show that his 
right name is Joseph Dillion and that 
he is a native of Ireland, 

He served for seven years in the 
Royal Trish Constabulary and aftere 
wards in the Cheshire (England) eon- 
stabulary. While on the latter force 
he shot a burglar who was resisting 
arrest, but was discharged by the 
court, which held that the shooting 
Was justified. 

Soon after Dillion crossed the At- 
lantic, and coming to New York on 
October 17th, “1889, was declared a 
citizen of the United States. In New 
York he was apparently employed as 
a book agent. 

Later he went to Newark, and from 
that citv appears to have come to 
Montreal, for some reason changing 
his name to Smith. }

room was in the hand wiiiung of the 
prisoner an@& contained a digest of 
the English criminal law regarding the 
right to take life in self defence, 
taken trom the charge delivered »y 
Mr, Justice Stephen at Birkenhead 
whet Dillion was discharged for 
shooting the burglar mentioned above.

held last evening in the LO.O.P. Hall. 
Tho session was a most successful one.

©, Trimble, Red Deer, making the at- 
tendance about sixty-five, Several pro- 
minent Red Deer citizens and merchants 
showed their interest by attending the 
meeting and extending the glad hand 
to the visitors, 

The busines of the mecting consisted of 
addresses hy Mr. C. Marker, provincial 
creamery superintendent, in a review of 
the work of the Creameries for the past 
year; Mr. U.S, Pearson on cold storage 
in Creameries, and Mr. Scott on compos- 
ite sampling. 

The meeing was called to order by the 
chairman, Hon, W. T. Finlay, at 8.20 
o'clock, and Mr. Marker was asked to 
give the workers a review of the work 
of the past year. 

Review of Year's Work. 

Mr. Marker, in introducing his subject 
said it was not necessary but he thought 
it right that the workers should have 
all the information possible concerning 
the butter they made in the year. By 
the use of charts the speaker gave a 
comparison of the volume of butter made 
in the past season and in 1906, The com- 
parison was not favorable in 1907, there 
being about 40 per cent. shortage on the 
make in 107, Ile showed that from the 
heginning of the season and after that 
there was a decrease to the end of the 
season. This was the same in 1906 and 
1907. The highest weekly make for each 
year was in the same week, it being the 
third week in July. 

Tho speaker next dealt with the price 
received for the butter. The year was 
divided into the following three seasons 
Winter Season from November to May; 
Summer Season, from June to August, 
and the Fall Season September and Octo- 
The average taken for cach 
Returns were made to the pa-

This shows that an average price for 
190% of 21.22 cents and an average price 


for 1907 of 23.16 conts was received. Tho 
speaker emphasized the point that for 
nine months there was a high price, 


and for three months a low price, yet 
most of the butter is*made in the three 
months of low prices. The farmers ought 
to send more cream.in the Pall and Win- 
ter Seasons. Ile thought that the Cream- 
ery men could do a lot towards getting 
the farmers interested in Winter Dairy 
ing, 
The Butter Market. 
The speaker next dealt with the mar- 


kets. Vaneouver, Calgary and Montreal 
are the principal markets for Alberta 


Hutter, the first named being the best, 
although the Vancouver price is regulat- 
ed from Montreal, Mr. Marker pointed 


out that there were 26 weeks in the 
sammer season, and that the market 
was very ivvegular, In the first week 


they made about one per cent,, and the 
market inereased gradually until the 
latter part of June when the market 
was a shade Jess than 6 per cent.. If 
the output could be kept nearly even 
the cost of making would be lower, It 
was necessary to have sufficient labor for 
maximum output, only a few weeks in 
the summer, 

Taking up the question of markets 
again the speaker showed that up to the 
first week in July the requirement did 
not exceed 1 1-2 per cent, of the output. 
The balance had to be put in cold stor- 
age and sold later in the season. This 
cold storage has been operated in Cal- 
gury for ten years and is a great benefit 
to many, enabling farmers to market 
their butter to advantage. By holding 
hack the Government product the price 
remains firm in the markets, In one 
week in the fall they shipped as much 
as they made in any two weeks, 

In answer to a question by Hon. W. 


T. Vinkty, Mr. Marker said the Butter 
makers could make the butter alright 
in the fall and winter seasons, but he 
was sorry to say that the farmers do 


not stick to the. Government when they 
can get a good price in the local market, 

\ discussion arose here regarding the 
difficulty in producing milk in the win- 
ter months. Mr. Craig, Superintendent 
of Fairs and Farmers’ Institutes, said 
the chief difliculty is that very little feed 
is grown for winter dairying and the 
stabling facifities are poor, Till more 
suceulent food ix grown it will be hard 
to promote winter dairying in Alberta 
He would advise the creamery men present 
the farmer to 


ent to endeavor to get 
grow roots as they were the best pos- 
sible food for winter dairying. In ans- 


wer to a question, Mr. Craig stated that 
green outs filled a place but do not take 
the place of roots, Tle was also glad to 
say that Alfalfa was doing well in Al- 
berta. Near Lethbridge last year farm- 
ers raised 2 or 3 crops, and cut 3 or 4 
avd some places 5 tons to the acre, The 
department had assurance that several 
hundred farmers were going to exper 
ment with Alfalfa this summer, 

Mr. J, Gi. Clark, a well-known breeder 
of Ayrshires in Ontario, now a resident 
of Alberta, says the difficulties of winter 
dairying could be overcome and the pro 
fits such that no wide-awake farm- 
ers would be satisfied with only summer 
dAirving: Cows ought to work ten 
months in the year, net only five or six 


Cows pay for good treatment and the 
most snecessful dairymen were liberal 
feeders.

Mr. Marker in closing the disenssion 
asked the Creamery men to try to get 
‘their best patron to try a field of roote 
for experiment so that they could report 
on the results netx year, 

Cold Storage. 

H. S. Pearson next introduced the anh- 
joct of Cold Storage and said that it gave 
him great pleasure to meet his fellow 
workers and he hoped there wonld be a 
food discussion on this important sub- 
ject. 

It was important that Cold Storage 
should be well managed and good but- 
ter well preserved. Some good butter 
makers considered that their responsibil- 
ity ended there but he thought that 
they ought to see their product on the 
cars, 

Three days were necessary in cold stor- 
age, cold atmosphere, dry atmosphere and 
pure atmosphere, To get pure atmos- 
phere ice tubes should be cleaned out in 
the spring, and two or three times dur- 
ing the summer. If sawdust is left in 
the tubes moid forms and the oder is 
had. 

It was hard to get a dry atmosphere 
as the butter contracts and expels the 
moisture, which soaks through the floor, 
and wets the insulatory material and 
thus forms a conductor for heat from 
the ground, The storage should be wash- 
ed with strong lime and also with coro- 
sive sublimate and water in the propor- 
tion of 1 part of the former to 1000 parts 
of the latter, Dry boards are poor con- 
ductors ]f heat. Ie would suggest do- 
ing away with the smashing floor over 
the storage but would have a platform 
near the door and break the ice on it. 
He advocated keeping the ceiling of the 
storage plant dry. leo should be sprin- 
kled on the tubes and then salt, and a 
colder atmosphere would result, 

Care Necessary In Storage. 

It was most important that the butter 
should be well looked after in storage. 
Good butter will deteriorate very quick- 
ly in poor storage. This explained why 
many did not score higher for the season 
Texture and work may be good but a 
warm storage will spoil it all. The stor- 
age ought to be held to freezing if pos- 
sible, 

Mr. Marker, in speaking on this topic 
said importance is not appreciated. 
The storage should be used for butter 
alone and not for a lumber storeroom. 
He would recommend placing the butter 
packages on slabs of wood to keep them 
off the floor and allow free space for cir- 
culation of air between all the boxes. 
The temperoture should be as low as 
possible and the quicker the tempero- 
ture of butter is lowered the better was 
the flavor, Butter makers should econo- 
mize where possible and the 
profits for farmers. 


Increase 


Composite Sampling. 

Mr. Seott next addressed the meeting 
on composite sampling. This sample is 
representative of the average percent- 
age of cream delivered during the time 
that composite sample is taken. The 
samples should be kept in storage. The 


creamery men should try to get the far- | 


mers and haulers to deliver cream to the 
factory in good condition. The cans 
should be covered at all times of 
year and samples should not be allowed 
tou treezc

Butter Judging Class. 

Red Deer, April 8.—The morning ses- 
sion of the convention of Cheese and 
Butter makers was held in 1.0,0.F. Hall 
opening at 9 am. Eleven packages of 
hutter were opened and put on exhib 
itiou and a scoring class formed. Nine 
teen of the workers present entered to 
judge the butter. The butter was then

There are three important systems in 
dairy all of which are important 
Ist, digestive system; 2nd, nervous sys- 
tem, and Srd, circulatory system, Blood 
is needed for carrying constituents for 
milk. A large flow of blood means a 
lunge flow of milk. 

The dairy animal should be somewhat 
nervous, indicated by sharp lean 
head, What we need in this gountry is 
rugged animals to stand the Mi 
T. G, Clark gave a short lecture on Ayr- 
shires, These, Mr. Clark declared, are 
of strong constitution, docile, uniform 
milkers, and are always thrifty,

THE LORD’S DAY ACT 


Better Than Any Other Province in the | well as the country to’ the north 


Dominion, Says Rev. T. Albert 
Moore.—He Declares Peonle of 
Province Are Behind Action of 
Attorney-General Cross in Giving 
People Right to Rest Day. 


Toronto, April &.—'Today in Winni- 
peg the Lord’s Day Act is very much 
better understood, and is generally 
recognized as a reasonable measure to 
presetve the right to rest from labor 
on Sunday, and the Lord’s Day ‘)li- 
anec was hever more popuiar in the 
Gateway City to the west than today,” 
_ So said Rev, T. Albert Moore in an 
interview on his return from the 
West. With regard to conditions in 
Wininpeg, Mr. Moore stated that he 
had discovered on careful investiga. 
tion that the Lord's Day Act had not 
heen entorced for five months. Then 
the people of Winnipeg felt. that 
something must be done for the bet- 
tering of conditions in that city. The 
Sunday had become avery open 
day, sa much so that sacred concerts 
were held in the theatres, with notices 


posted that people who sat in certain 
places would be charged 25 cents, in 


others 15 and in others 10 cents, thus 
eetting past the requirements — that 
only a collection be taken up In 


the skating rinks people skated to 
sacred music Business was going on 
just as people wished on Sunday. The 
Lord's Day Alliance requested the 
authorities to enforce the law reason- 
ably and impartially, and 
that intimations be made of this pur- 
pose through the press, and, if neces- 
sary, by notifying the most flagrant 
cuses The Sunday concerts and 
Sunday skating were stopped without 
any inference by police or authori- 
ties, but the police began to mak:
